fro s t a n d 
the 
federation is checking into the 
possibility of d isa ster aid for 
these grow ers. 
“F rom w hat I am getting 
from around the sta te is there 
w as at least a 50 per cent 
w ip eo u t of f r u it,” 
sa id C. 
W illiam Swank. “ A lot of the 
grow ers w ere com pletely wiped 
out 
“ W hat we a re doing right now 
is checking out the possibilities 
of 
d is a s te r 
a id 
fo r 
th e se 
grow ers. We need to find out the 
exact procedures and all th a t.” 
Swank said Ohio fruit grow ­ 
ers did a business estim ated at 
betw een $23 million and $26 
m illion in 1974-75, the last year 
of record, which will probably 
be down considerably this year. 
“Most of the peach grow ers 
that have reported to m e say 
their peaches a re all gone,” 
said Swank 
‘T h e loans we m ay be able to 
get w on’t be total relief in any 
way but it m ay be som e relief,” 
said Swank “T h a t’s w hat I am 
attem p tin g to find out now. 
“A lot of these individual 
grow ers a re wiped out,” said 
Swank “Som e told m e they a re 
going to bulldoze their peach 
crop and forget it.*A lot of them 
will have zero production And 
th a t’s getting close to a d isaster 
if you depend on those peaches 
for your incom e.

The Right To Poddle 


Spare the rod and spoil the child. R em em ber 
back in the “good old d ay s" when this adage w as 
followed in the classroom s of Salem , Lisbon, 
C olum biana, and num erous little rural schools 
throughout the county? 
Then the paddling of school children b ecam e a 
touchy subject Some felt it w as carried to an 
extrem e in cases and others felt such corporal 
punishm ent should be left to the parents at hom e 
Now the Suprem e Court has ruled 5-4 that 
physical punishm ent of students, even severe 
beating, does not violate the Constitution. This 
disturbs us. 
The rights of the student have literally been 
ripped aw ay Once the student enters the doors 
of the school, he has no right to any kind of a 
hearing, even an inform al talk with the p rin ­ 
cipal, before he is subjected to physical punish­ 
m ent 


We place known 
crim inals 
in 
penal 
in­ 
stitutions, but they are not subject to cruel and 
unusual punishm ent because they have their 
rights T here seem s to be an im balance here. 
W'e do not oppose the use of paddling in 
schools We even believe it to be a necessary tool 
for keeping a classroom under control But to 
strip aw ay the rights of anyone, this we do not 
feel is right. 


The au stere gentlem en in the black robes did 
not use good com m on sense in setting down this 
ruling The out they used w as to say a student 
w ho is beaten severely “ probably” has the right 
to sue the instructor or principal for the violation 
under a given state law. 
We alw ays thought laws w ere designed to 
curtail wrongdoing 
T his brings to m ind a case in Ohio last y ear in 
w hich an elem entary child w as forced to sit in a 
cardboard box, cut off from the rem ainder of the 
class because he failed to follow the directive of a 


teacher. The explanation was the child w as being 
forced to think over his m istakes. The fam ily 
withdrew the child from the school and w as 
im m ediately charged with contributing to the 
delinquency of a m inor for authorizing the 
truancy. 
We have the highest respect for the teaching 
profession 
but 
we 
also 
realize 
that 
this 
profession, like any other, has its crackpots, 
those who enjoy the feel of power they have over 
their young charges. 
We cannot see how the recent ruling has done 
anything to correct any problem s. It has only 
created m ore and could be confusing to students 
who, while being taught how our country w as 
founded on freedom , also are being told they no 
longer have any rights. 
Home Again, But,. 


T hirty years ago the residents of the Enew etak 
atoll—then known as Eniw etok— in the w estern 
Pacific w ere sum m arily moved aw ay so that the 
area could be used for the first post-W orld W ar II 
atom explosion tests. 
Now, they’re back But there’s a bit of a hang­ 
up. The older folk, who rem em ber the place from 
before, say it isn’t the way it used to be. And the 
youngsters find that it’s right dull a fter living on 
larg er islands. 
Sort of m akes the whole world kin, doesn’t it? 


T here w ere 295 hom icides in W ashington D C. 
in 1974. 185 of which w ere com m itted with hand 
guns. F rom these cases, 84 guns w ere recovered 
and only 16 w ere registered

A recent news item said that 
Sunrise Hospital and M edical 
C enter in I^as Vegas is trying to 
solve the problem through a 
lottery Sunrise seem ed to be 
doing a good business during 
the week, but it was suffering 
from a 
lack of patients on 
w eekends 
So the Las Vegas 
hospital cam e up with a unique 
plan. 
If you check in on F riday or 
S aturday your nam e goes in a 
hat fo ra lottery E very M onday 
m orning, 
a 
certified 
public 
accountant d raw s a nam e from 
the hat and the w inner is given 
the choice of five different 
M editerranean cruises worth 
$4.000 The w inner has a y ear to 
claim the prize, and if for som e 
reason he or she never leaves 
the hospital the prize goes to the 
p atie n t’s estate I did not m ake 
this up. 
THE 
DIRECTOR 
of 
the 
hospital said the lottery has 
been an overw helm ing success 
and w eekend adm issions a re up 
by 40 per cent. 
While this is an innovative 
idea there a re others that we 
can think of which would cut 
hospital costs and fill the em pty 
room s that a re costing all of us 
so m uch m oney. 
One idea 
would be for a 
hospital to hook up a hotline 
w ith all the doctors that a re 
accredited to the hospital. E ach 
doctor would have a quota to fill 
as to how m any patients he 
m ust supply to the hospital. As 
soon as a bed becam e em pty 
the doctor would be notified 
that a 
hospital patient w as 


n eed ed , an d 
he 
w ould 
be 
obligated to find som eone for 
the bed w hether he needed it or 
not. 
S u p p o se, for e x a m p le , a 
p a tie n t 
c a m e

Taking a 
leaf from Holiday Inns, the 
hospital could offer room s for 
patients and put in cots for their 
children at no ex tra charge. 
They could also offer “ second 
honeym oon w e e k e n d s” 
for 
couples w anting to get aw ay for 
a few days with free X -rays and 
Epsom salt baths thrown in. 
The m ain reason there are so 
m any em pty hospital beds has 
not 
been 
m en tio n ed 
by 
anybody, and that is the poor 
quality of the food. After a m eal 
or two in an av erag e hospital 
m ost 
patients 
w ant 
to 
get 
dressed and leave. 
T here is a solution for this. 
Mast independent surveys show 
there 
is 50 per cent m ore 
surgery done in this country 
th an 
is 
n e c e s s a ry —m ain ly 
because we have 50 per cent 
m ore surgeons 
To cut down on surgery and 
also im prove the quality of 
h o sp ital food, HEW should 
provide 
retraining 
program s 
for surgeons and teach them 
how to cook 
H opefully, th e se su rg eo n - 
chefs, once they learned their 
trade,

cuisine the best in the land, and

(Jake) G ardner of being a soft 
to u ch .In his days as a federal 
bureaucrat he w as known as a 
no-nonsense ad m in istrato r and 
a stickler for details. 
Critics described G ardner as 
unreasonable 
and 
inflexible, 
while even friends said he could 
be abrasive E arly this year, 
that by the-book approach led 
G ardner to do som ething very 
unusual: He said "no” to the 
W'hite House and the P resident 
of the United States. 
Today G ardner is no longer 
em ployed by the federal gov­ 
e rn m e n t 
His d e p a rtu re is 
tra c e a b le ,

stubbornness in insisting upon a 
full 
accounting

m oney sp e n t by P re s id e n t 
C a rter and his staff between 
last N ovem ber’s election and 
Ja n u a ry ’s inauguration. 
The P residential T ransition

read that law, he w as in charge 
of scrutinizing all requests for

NEW YORK - T here will be 
m ore dollars and m ore starch 
in labor’s political action now 
that the nation’s leading white- 
collar union has set a brand- 
new style for collecting cam ­ 
paign funds for its favorite 
candidates for public office. 
This 
100,000-member AFL- 
CIO Office and Professional 
Em ployes International Union 
(O PEIU ) — m ade up of bank 
clerks and nuclear bom b ex­ 
p e r im e n tin g 
c o r p o r a tio n 
staffers; of hypnotist locals and 
insurance salesm en; of G rton, 
Conn., E lectric Boat Com pany 
atom ic subm arine technicians; 
som e sheriffs and Blue Cross 
and Wall S treet stock exchange 
w orkers — has set a precedent 
for the giants of labor. 
Led by its president, Howard 
Coughlin, the O PEIU has just 
signed the first contract I know 
of which calls for a unionized 
c o rp o ra tio n 
to 
ch eck 
off 
political as well as m em bership 
dues for labor’s political action 
This will be done m onthly 
The em ployer, the A m erican 
Incom e Life Insurance Com ­ 
pany of Waco, Tex., a 
$60 
million firm , now deducts the 
approved am ount 
from 
the 
m iddle m anagem ent em ploye’s 
salary as well as from the rank 
and-file w orker’s pay. Then the 
money goes to the Local (277) 
which in turn sends m uch of it 
along to Coughlin’s national 
office here in the Big Apple 
which 
operates 
the 
O PEIU 
Voice of the E lectorate (VOTE) 
Com m ittee. 
Then som e 90 per cent of 
these funds a re moved down to 
the AFL-CIO w hirlwindish n a­ 
tional director, A1 B arkan, head 
of the C om m ittee on Political 
E d u catio n 
(C O P E ) 
in 
W ashington 
It’s the breakthrough which 
the stentorian A1 B arkan has 
been seeking for years. He dis­ 
cussed 
such 
strategy 
at

elo sed -d o o r ja m m e d C O PE 
session during the recent Bal 
H arbour, F la., COPE adm inis­ 
trative com m ittee conferences. 
IF THIS PR E C E D EN T is im ­ 
plem ented in the m ass indus­ 
tries, there Will be a steady, 
y ear round, 
monthly flow or 
m illions of dollars — all neatly 
bundled by the corporations as 
p er the union contract. Much 
like d ed u ctio n s for flow er 
funds, 
vacations 
and 
clam ­ 
bakes. 
The political dues check-off 
clauses a re as sim ple as they 
a re unique and pregnant. They 
w ere worked up by Coughlin, 
som e of his local officials and

RAPOPORT SIGNED early 
with Coughlin’s O PEIU , which 
also represents staffers inside 
m any union headquarters. And 
in recent negotiations, com ing 
a f te r th e F e b ru a ry 
C O PE 
conference in F lorida, I ’m told, 
the insurance com pany was 
convinced to set precedent. 
This corporate political dues 
check o ff of unionized em ployes 
for labor’s political action is 
denied to corporations which 
would like to convince their 
em ployes to check off dues for 
non labor pro-business candi­ 
dates for public office. 


U n d er th e re w ritte n law 
w hich revam ped the six-person 
F ederal E lection Com m ission, 
com panies c a n ’t even solicit 
their em ployes m ore than twice 
a y ear for contributions to the 
industry PACs (Political Action 
C o m m itte e s ). 
And 
then 
g e n e ra lly , th ro u g h a th ird 
party, such as a trade associa­ 
tion. 


T here a re hundreds of these 
industry PACs in the suckling 
stage now: the National R es­ 
taurant A ssociation’s Restau- 
ratuers PAC, and the National 
L um ber and Building M aterial 
D ealers A ssociation’s political 
arm LudPAC; and BreadPA C

Association for exam ple. 


I t’s 
significant 
that 
these 
business PACs are suing the 


F ederal Election Com m ission 
in an effort to reverse som e of 
its decisions which the associa­ 
tions say deny them their rights 
under the F irst A m endm ent 
g u a ra n te e in g 
free d o m 
of 
speech and association 
and 
under the Fifth Am endm ent 
rights of due process. 
This action, filed in Federal 
D istrict Court in Chicago som e 
tim e ago, is being handled by 
the 
U.S. C ham ber of Com ­ 
m e rc e ’s N atio n al C h a m b e r 
Litigation C enter, 
Inc. 
The 
c e n te r w as lau n ch ed som e 
m onths back to battle the free- 
sw inging COPE and the innova­ 
tive actions of labor’s political 
strateg ists such as Coughlin 
and his local union officers.

Juvenile Judge Guy J Mauro 
approved the recommendation 
of Referee Douglas C. Jenkins 
that the juvenile be tried as an 
adult for the alleged assault on 
Dennis H. Grodhaus.

the guilt they feel. "Prove it,” 
he tells them again ‘‘You can 
always bear anything that ever 
happens to you,” he told the 
audience. "You may not like it, 
but you can tolerate it,” he 
said. 


The final step on the way to 
guilt is to tell oneself, "Because 
I acted like a worm, I am a 
worm,” he said Once again, he 
challenges the client to “ prove 
it.” “ You can’t prove a human 
can act subhuman,” he said 
The crowd often chuckled at 
the obviousness of the points he 
made, perhaps wondering to 
themselves, "Why didn’t 1 think 
of that myself?” 


There 
also 
was 
hearty 
laughter 
at 
his 
frequent 
swearing, 
but 
his equally 
frequent use 
of 
sex-related 
‘‘street language” brought 
some nervous “ Boy, I-wish-I- 
could-REALLY laugh-at -that” 
titters and a good amount of 
apparently hostile silence and 
head-shaking 


“Accept Failure” 
He said the "new philosophy” 
he teaches his clients is to 
think, “ Yes, I ’ve failed, and I ’ll 
continue to fail because I ’m 
fallible.” Not looking at life this 
way leads people to “ feel guilty 
about your guilt." The key to 
the 
“ cure” 
is 
“ self- 
acceptance,” he said. 


He said the treatment he uses 
in his practice at the con­ 
sultation center of the Institute 
for Advance Study in Rational 
Psychotherapy involves “ non­ 
sham e" and “ risk taking" 
exercises. 
“ Do something asinine,” he 
exhorted Yell out the stops or 
the floors on an elevator, or 
walk into a crowded depart­ 
ment store and shout out the 
time 
He prescribed operant 
conditioning 
and 
re­ 
enforcement and-or penalties, 
“ all aimed at changing (step) 
‘B ’, your belief system.” 
He said his principles have 
been practiced 
in

ex­ 
perimental 
school 
beginning 
with students at age 6, but he 
said students Sand older took to 
the training more readily 
because they’re “ more ef­ 
ficient”, with more advanced 
judgment abilities. However, 
he noted, “ Even though they 
said ‘I've failed but I ’m not a 
failure’ on the tests, they still 
felt like failures when they 
failed." 
‘There is no shame in the 
universe,” he said at one point.

D epartm en t an aly sts, in their 
first projections on the w orld­ 
w ide 
grain 
outlook 
for 
the 
com ing year, said 1977 global 
production m ay 
reach 
1.089 
billion m etric tons, down about 
1 p er cent from last y e a r’s 
re c o rd . 
But unless a sudden turn td 
unfavorable w eath er cuts h a r­ 
vests far below the forecast, 
this y e a r’s crops still will be 
above the am ount likely to be 
used during the 1977-78 m a rk e t­ 
ing y ear which runs through 
mid-1978. 
As a result, an aly sts said that 
the w orld’s carry o v er reserv e 
stock of grain, w hich is rising 57 
m illion tons to an estim ated 
172.1 m illion tons in mid-1977, 
could go up an o th er 36 m illion 
tons to a record 207.9 million 
tons a y ear later. 
T hat would not be the biggest 
supply in history in com parison 
to use. But it would am ount to 
20 p er cent of annual needs, the 
highest since mid-1970, and it 
would break the tonnage record 
of 191.4 m illion tons se t in 1969. 
T he projections pointed to a 
continued easing in the food 
supply pinch which gripped the 
world in the early 1970’s and 
c o n tin u e d re lie f fo r need y 
nations w hich had been forced 
to dig deeply into sc arc e foreign 
exchange reserv es to im port 
food for their people in those 
years. 
S im ultaneously, how ever, the 
forecasts pointed to a continued 
squeeze for g rain farm ers — 
especially w heat producers — 
who have seen th eir prices 
reduced sharp ly by m ounting 
supplies during the p ast y ear. 
A dm inistration officials have 
a n n o u n c e d 
p la n s 
to 
b eg in 
negotiations w ith other m ajo r 
g ra in e x p o rtin g n a tio n s on 
pro g ram s for settin g up nation­ 
al g rain reserv es, and on an 
ag reem en t to put a floor under 
international w heat prices. 
The rep o rt indicated th at the 
focus of the surplus buildup in 
the com ing y ear m ay shift from 
w h e a t 
to c o rn 
a n d 
o th e r 
livestock feed g rain s. In the 
1976-77 season, m ost of the total 
grain buildup cam e in w heat, 
but for the 1977-78 season .the 
larg est sh a re of the in crease 
will be a potential gain of 25 
m illion tons of corn and other 
livestock feeds.

plains.” 
He noted that the Ohio Scenic 
Rivers Act was passed on Feb 


28, 1968, and established three 
categories by which a river 
may 
be classified, 
namely, 
Wild River, Scenic River and 
Recreational River A river is 
far more than just a current of 
water, he noted. The banks, 
streambed and flood plain are 
integral parts of the river, each 
serving an important function 
Characteristic of each are a 
variety of plants and animals 
dependent upon the delicate 
balance that exists among 
interacting factors. 
Mr Gebhardt also noted that 
a number of areas containing 
Ohio’s original natural features 
remain relatively unspoiled 
and these priceless areas often

MIAMISBURG, Ohio (UPD 
In the middle of this Mon­ 
tgom ery County com m unity 
sits the Market Square Buii 
ding, a entry in the National 
Registry of Historic Places, 
ana the home of the Market 
Square Day Association. 
The building comes alive on 
the first Saturday 
of each 
m onth from 
May 
through 
October when it is surrounded 
by the modern day “butcher, 
the baker and the candlestick 
m a k e r’. 
They are the craftsm en from 
near and far who set up booths 
in the center of the street to 
participate in M arket Square 
Days 
“ Market Square Days is one 
way we can fight the (shop­ 
ping) m alls," said Doug Sor 
rell. who handles publicity for 
the event. ‘T here are no chain 
stores here 
all businesses are 
family operated 
Sorrell’s family is in its third 
generation of doing business in 
a 
western shop 
They also 
operate a denim shop and a 
banquet hall 
This will be the fourth year 
for the monthly event, free to 
the public, in this 159-year-old 
city. 
The streets in a six block 
area are cordoned off to traffic 
for the event, which runs from 9 
a m. to 5 p.m. 
Merchants will set up their 
goods on the sidewalks, thus 
leaving the streets for 
the 
craftsm en who pay a small fee 
for their booths 
Sorrell expects 100 craftsmen 
for the first event Saturday 
“Many of them have been 
here for every one in the past 
three years," he said. “Then 
there are some who know they 


will be in the area at a par­ 
ticular time and will enter that 
day only. 
“This event draws about 6,000 
people each month,” he said. 
"Some of the people just come 
to view the architecture.” 
Craftsmen keep the money 
they take in that day while the 
fee they pay for their booth 
space 
goes 
to 
the 
Market 
Square Day Association for 
promotion. 
Each month has a different 
theme for entertainment. 
S a tu rd a y ’s en tertain m en t 
will revolve around the theme 
of “Youth". Sorrell has lined up 
high school bands, choirs, a 
play, along with a kiddie 
fashion show, a pet parade and 
cupcake eating contest. There 
will also be rides in stageco­ 
aches pulled by ponies. 
June’s Market Square Days 
will feature the third annual 
B luegrass 
Jam b o ree 
and 
groups from the area will be 
performing throughout the day. 
July’s theme is “Heritage 
Day” and will 
feature 
the 
second annual Celebrity Canoe 
Race on the Great Miami River 
just one block away from the 
M arket Square. 
“Our Sister City of Owens 
Sound in Canada 
will also 
participate this day by sending 
a bag pipe corps,"he said 
“Miamisburg Day” will be 
the theme in August with local 
clubs, groups and organizations 
invitea to set up booths free of 
charge 
Septem ber’s theme will be 
“Circus” complete with clowns

POLLY'S POINTERS

Rust stains on bedspread 


DEAR POLLY — Juice from dead batteries in my 
tape recorder left rust stains on my bedspread I tried 
washing it but that did no good, so I would like to know 
how to rem ove these stains. — BETH 
DEAR BETH — You did not mention what material 
your spread is made of nor whether it was white or a 
color, so my answer must be necessarily as vague. If 
your spread is white and the fabric is washable I suggest 
dampening the spots with lemon juice, sprinkle all over 
with salt and then put in the sun to bleach out the rust. 
Under the best of conditions rust stains are among the 
hardest to remove. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When children have accidents they often 
cry at the sight of blood so prevent this fright by keeping a red 
towel and washcloth on hand to have ready for such em ergen­ 
cies The blood never shows on red. 
When you need to replace a fuse attach your vacuum cleaner 
to one of the dead outlets and when the cleaner m otor sta rts 
you know you have replaced the right fuse 
When sewing on four-hole buttons sew through two holes on­ 
ly, knot the thread and cut if off and then sew through the 
other two holes If one set breaks the other thread will hold the 
button on until it can be repaired. Less chance of lost buttons. 
When cutting out a garm ent I am going to m ake I cut the 
front pieces with the pinking shears and the back pieces with 
plain scissors and have no trouble telling which is which 
When shopping for buttons to go on a garm ent take along a 
piece of m aterial with a slit cut in it. Fit the button on a card 
through the slit and get the effect it would have on the finished 
garm ent. — MRS R.L. 
DEAR POLLY — I m ake cornbread from scratch and 
p repare my mix ahead of tim e. I sift the dry ingredients into a 
plastic bowl with a cover I use a pound size m argarine bowl 
as 1 live alone and it holds enough to fill an 8x8 baking pan I 
ju st add liquid and bacon grease. 
When preparing bread to go in m eat loaf I place the slices in 
m y colander, wet one side, turn it over and wet the other and 
let it drain about 15 m inutes. T here is no soggy m ess 
R ather than throw milk cartons, cereal and detergent boxes 
in the trash as they are I tram ple them flat by walking on 
them and then tie up with the discarded new spapers. — 
HELEN

DEAR DR LAMB - I am 
allergic to penicillin. While I 
know this is a common allergy 
I have been informed that all 
milk products should be 
eliminated from the diet in 
cases of this sort because they 
give rise to penicillin molds in 
the body. Can you comment on

D EAR REA D ER - You 
have been misinformed. If you 
were drinking milk from an 
animal that was taking 
penicillin there might be some 
in the milk but otherwise 
there is no danger of this at 
all 
Milk allergies are not 
related to penicillin allergies 
If that is all that is bothering 
you, enjoy your milk. 
Perhaps your misinformer 
is confused about lactose in­ 
tolerance Millions of people 
cannot tolerate lactose, but 
that is not an allergy. A few 
people have a true allergy to 
milk, usually infants, who may 
outgrow the problem as their 
digestive system matures and 
prevents absorption of in­ 
completely digested milk pro­ 
tein

Molly was just 31 inches tall 
last December when she began 
getting the injections. She grew 
two inches the first month and 
has added another inch and 
three quarters since. 
Her mother, Sue, said, “She 
could look in the mirror and see 
herself growing.” Molly gets a 
shot every other day, but her 
mother said she has begged for 
them on her days off too. 
Besides extra 
inches, 
the 
Shots have made her stronger. 
Once too weak to walk more 
than a block, she now runs the 
two blocks to the store and 
back, her mother says. 
Her teacher praises her 
recent progress in school as 
well. 
Doctors say 
Molly 
will 
receive extract shots until she 
reaches between 5-feet and 5-4 
in her teens. She will also need 
hormone shots, they say, to 
start puberty.

The Nebraska product con­ 
tains one part of alcohol to 10 
parts of gasoline and gives 
drivers as good mileage as they 
get with ordinary gasoline, and 
sometimes better mileage, a 
spokesman said. 
Curtis’ spokesman said that 
in the past, gasoline-alcohol 
mixtures had not been consid­ 
ered economical because of the 
comparatively

grain and the low cost of oil 
Now , he said, two things have 
changed. Oil prices have risen 
and are 
likely 
to 
continue 
rising. And scien tists have 
developed alcohol processing 
methods in which grain pro­ 
ducts left after the alcohol is 
extracted can be made into a 
valuable m eal for anim al 
feeding — thus reducing the net 
cost of the fuel. 
The Agriculture Departm ent 
report on Brazilian operations 
said officials in that country
